In the Office Action mailed December 5, 2005 dependent claims 23, 25 and 27 
were noted as allowable. Applicant has amended the independent claims to recite the 
limitations of dependent claim 23 and intervening claim 17. New claim 37 also includes 
similar limitation. The prior art of record fails to teach predicting the time required to 
execute a database command wherein the database command is a database utility 
command and selecting a historical record for analysis based upon one or more of the 
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following: a) the database command utility; b) an option specified with a previously 
executed instance of the database utility command; c) the time that the previously 
executed instance of the database utility command was executed; d) the day that the 
previously executed instance of the database utility command was executed; e) a 
processor load on a machine executing a previously executed instance of the database 
utility command; and f) a storage access load on a machine executing a previously 
executed instance of the database utility command.
